But all intelligent and communicative 
Christians are not called of God fo preach 
the Gospel, because some have not suita- 
ble views and impressions. Then 

Ilf. He that is authorized of God to 
preach the Gospel, must under a correct 
view of its importance, feel a strong pre- 
dilection for the ministry, and enter into 
the responsible office from pious motives. 

1, He must feel a strong preference for 
the Gospel ministry, under a correct appre- 
hension of its importance. 

It is seldom that a man succeeds in any 
employment without the exercise of close 
application to its concerns, and it is still 
more rare thatthe same individual sus- 
tains with reputation the duties of more 
than one office. For such is the construc- 
tion of the human mind, that it is suscep- 
tible of improvement only through the 
medium of self exertion, and its powers 
are too limited to allow it, with any ef- 
fect, to make a successful grasp at the 
aquisition of universal knowledge. 

For aman, then, to excel in any pro- 
fossion, it becomes not only necessary for 
his attention to be fixed with delight upon 
its particular pursuits, but all his mental 
powers must be exclusively concentrated 
upon its objects. 

This general principle will be found 
equally as applicable to the Guspel minis- 
ter, as tothe functionaries of other ofh- 
ces. 

The Apostle Paul, in designating the 
character of such as he directed Timothy 
to ordain to the Gospel ministry, says, 
‘« This is a true saying, if a man desire the 
office of a bishop, he desireth a good 
work.” 1. Timothy ii. 1. This pas- 
sage of Scripture imports a hearty and 
anxious seeking after the sacred office, 
under due consideration of its high im- 
portance. For the original word, ex- 
pressing the desire of the bishopric, 
means, nota mere passive wish for it ; or 
partial indifference about the attainment 
of it; but it expressly signifies a reach- 
ing after it, or an eager aspiring to it, and 
because it is a good or glorious work, a> 
the Apostle adds. 

This earnest seeking after the sacred of- 

fice, then, further implies a discovering of 
the qualifications requisite toa successful 
discharge of its duties, and an indefatiga- 
ble application in the use of the means 
necessary to their aquisition. For it 
would be as inconsistent to suppose that a 
person of any discernment would anxious- 
ly crave an elevated office without either 
4 conscious possession of the abilities 
which would honour that office, or a de- 
ermined zeal in the use of the measures 
‘or their attainment, as to suppose that he 
would earnestly aspire to an office in 
which he had discovered nothing that is 
either interesting or honourable. 

The man, then, whom God has called 
‘o the Gospel ministry, must view the of- 
ice as most dignified and exalted ; he 
must not only feel for it that decided pref- 
erence over all other professions which 
will induce him to devote his time and tal- 
ents exclusively to its duties, but he must 
entertain for it that reverential regard 
which inspires aholy zeal, that seeks to 
magnify the oftice, more than to derive 
honour from it. 

In support of these views, we appeal to 
the Scriptures. Paul states, that ‘* Mo 
ses, when he was come to years, refused 
to he called the sonof Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter ; choesing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy the 
Pleasures of sin for a season ; esteeming 
the reproach of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures in Egypt.” Hebrews xi. 24 
—26. David said, ‘* [had rather bea 
door keeper in the house of my God, 
than to dwell in the tents of wickedness.”

Apostle Paul to the Romans, says, 


The 


of Christ, for it isthe power of God un- 
to salvation to every one that believeth.”’ 
Romans i. 16. To the Philippians he 
says, ‘* But what things were gain to me, 
those I counted loss for Christ. Yea, 
doubtless, and f count all things but loss 
for the excellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord, for whom I have 
suffered the loss of all things.” 

In his first Epistle to Timothy, iv. 13, 
he says, ** Till 1 come, give actendence 
to reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. 
Neglect not the gift that isin thee, &c. 
Meditate upon these things ; give thyself 
wholly to them, that thy profiting may ap- 
pear to all.” In his second address to 
Timothy, ii. 4, he says, ‘* No man that 
warreth, entangleth himself with the af- 
fairs of this life ; that he may please Him 
who hath chosen him to be a soldier.” 

This view of the subject is also fully 
corroborated by Christ, who even so far 
forbade an interference with the concerns 


of this world, (to the neglect of ministe- 


rial duties,) as not to allow his disciples 
the privilege of rendering the last tribute 
of friendship and respect to the relics of 
their nearest relations. For when one 
whom he had calied said, ** Lord, suffer 
me first to go and bury my father, Jesus 
said unto him, let the dead bury their 
dead, but go thou and preach the kingdom 
of God.”’ Lukeix 59--62, 

It is very evident, then, that the Scrip- 
tures are nu less emphatic in demanding 
from the Gospel minister exclusive devo- 
tion to his ministry, than they are in re- 
quiring him to feel, for the dignity of the 
office, a reverential regard. 

2. He must enter into the ministry from 
pious molives. 

It must be admitted that the motive is 
the characteristic trait of a meritorious 
action, ina rational being ; and that it 1s 
the sole criterion upon which the divine 
approval or disapprobation will rest, 
when the world will be judged in righte- 
ousness, and every man be rewarded ac- 
cording to his works. 

The children of this world are influen- 
cedin their actions, perhaps without ex 
ception, by selfish motives ; and their 
choice, in the selection of their pursuits, 
is directed by the prospect of earthly 
profit, honour, or pleasure. 

The Gospel ministry opens a spacious 
field for the display of talents and the ac- 
quisition of flattering applause ; and in 
some cases presents the prospect of such 
emolument as promises an honourable 
support, without the drudgery of labour. 
It need not be a matter of surprise, there- 
fore, that some, regardless of the awful 
responsibility resting upon them, may, 
from similar motives, enter the sacred of- 
fice, unrestrained by the Apostle’s Veto, 
where he says, ‘‘ But no man taketh this 
honour to himself but he that is called of 
God, as was Aaron.”’ 

It isthus, no doubt, that many an elo- 
quent son of Balaam, though he, too de- 
sire to die the death ef the righteous, and 
that his latter end be like theirs, acts au 
unrighteous part, in entering this respons- 
ible ullice, only because flattered by some 
of the surviving sons of Balak, who prom 
ise preferment in their service ; while 
others, of a different class, content to re- 
ceive the caresses of the ignorant, im- 
pede the progress of divine knowledge, 
either by creeping into houses, and lead 
ing captive silly women ; or by not ceas 
ing to pervert the right ways of the Lord, 
through the public inculcation of senti 
ments, which are prejudicial to truth and 
destructive to the souls of men. Such 
were Hymeneus and Alexander, whom 
the Apostle delivered up to Satan, for hav- 
ing made shipwreck of the faith ; and he 
makes a strong alla ion to the conduct of 
certain persons being very disorderly, of 
whom he speaks in his second letter to 
the Thessalonians, where he says, ** They 
please not God, and they are contrary to 
all men, forbidding us to speak to the hea 
then that they might be saved.” 

Thus, we may perceive, the devil had 
bo:h great and little preachers, influenced 
alike by wicked and selfish motives, in 
the agency they exerted against the cause 
of God and truth, in former periods —and 
we have Scriptural ground for infer. 
ence that a similar ageocy, conducted 
by lke instruments, is stillin operation. 
For, says the Apostle, ** the time will 
come, when they will not endure sound 
doctrine, but after their own lusts, shall 
they heap to themselves teachers having 
itching ears.”” &c. 2. Timothy iv. 3. 
We pretend not to assert, that God’s 
true ministers are not more or less sub. 
ject tobe molested, if not influenced, by 
incorrect motives, in many of those con- 
tingent circumstances connected with 


their course. For they are all men of 


like passions with others. Acts jiv. 15. 
Perhaps not a little of that complacen- 
cy felt when successful in their ginistra- 
tions, and much of the mortificatiin expe- 
rienced on disappointment, hate their 
source in the remains of human pride. 

But all may rest assured, that jo far as 
iod’s cail operates, his ministers are in- 
fluenced, exclusively, by two motives. 
1. The glory of God in the dedication 
and disposal of themselves. 2. The 
salvation of souls as the objectof their 
pursuit. 

1. They who would claim anyassuring 
evidence that they are called of God to 
preach the Gospel, must have thi glory of 
God in view, in the dispositiots of them- 
selves, when entering into the Gospel minis- 
try. 
They must be able to answer, in the 
affirmative, the question propounded to 
the Corinthian church, * Know ye not 
that your body is the Teaple of the Ho- 
ly Ghost, which is in you, which ye have 
of God, and ye are not your own.”’ They 
must forcibly feel the reason given by the 


body and in your spirit which are God’s.”’ 
1. Corinthians vi. 19 20. 

The ministers of God’s appointment, 
under a pious determination to dedicate 
themselves tothe serviceof God, froma 
prayerful examination of the Holy Scrip- 
tnre, (on duly considering their character 
and taleots, taken in connexion with the 
leadings of Divine Providence,) must feel 
fully persuaded that they can more eflec- 
tually promote the interests of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom, in preaching the Gos- 
pel, than in any other pursuit.

ROBERT BRUCE, 


‘| The following particulars respecting Robert 


Bruce, an eminent Scotch minister, are re- 

corded by Kobert Fleming, io his book cal- 

led * The Fulfilling of the Scriptures.” 

Whilst Mr. Bruce was in the ministry, 
at Edinburgh, he shone as a great light 
through the whole land; the power and 
efficacy of the Spirit, most sensibly ac- 
companying the word he preached ; so 
that he was a terror to evil doers. And 
the authority of God did so appear upon 
him, and in his carriage, and such majesty 
was in his countenance, as forced tear and 
respect from the greatest in the land, ev- 
en those who were most avowed haters 
of godliness; yea, it was known with 
what great reverence King James regatd- 
ed him, and once said, betore many, that 
he judged Mr. Bruce was worthy of the 
half of his kingdom. 

The great success of his ministry, at 
Edinburgh, Inverness, and other places, 
whither Providence called him, is abun- 
dantly known. Whilst he was confined at 
Inverness, that poor, dark country, was 
marvellously enlightened: many were 
brought to Christ by his ministry, and a 
seed sown in those places, which even to 
this day is not wholly lost. 1 shall here 
set down one passage concerning the fa- 
mous Mr. Henderson, who was brought 
into the ministry by those high in power, 
and against the parish’s consent, so that 
on the day of his admission, the church 
doors being shut by the people, they were 
forced to break in by the window to give 
him an entrance ; but, little after this, up- 
on the report that Mr. Bruce was to as. 
sist at a sacramental occasion, Mr. Hen- 
derson wished to hear and see him, and 
therefore went secretly to the church, 
and placed himself in a dark corner of it, 
where he might not be known. When 
Mr. Bruce was come to the pulpit, he, 
for aconsiderable time, kept silence, as 
his manner was, which astonished Mr. 
Henderson; but much more wher he 
heard the first words wherewith he be. 
gan, which were, ‘‘ He that cometh not 
in by the door, but climbeth up another 
way, the same isa thief and a robber ;” 
which by the Lord’s blessing, so greatly 
affected Mr. H. and left such an impres. 
sion on his heart, that it was made the 
means of his conversion. 

He endeavoured, when he was to ap- 
pear in public as an ambassador of Jesus 
Christ, to have his spirit deeply impres- 
sed with the majesty of that God of whom 
he was to speak, and with a sense of what 
high import it was to the souls of men, to 
have the mysteries of salvation unfolded 
to them; not with the enticing words of 
man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and power ; without which he be- 
heved the Gospel, though in itself the 
word of life, would never be the power of 
God to men’s salvation. And, therefore, 
though he was known to take much pains 
in searching the scriptures, that he might 
know the mind of God, by comparing 
spiritual things with spiritual, and in pre- 
paring suitable matter for the edification 
of his hearers, which he durst not neglect ; 
yet this was the least part of his prepara- 


seriousness, say, ‘* 1 protest I will not go) 
except thou go with me.’’ Whereupon | 
the man, supposing that some person was | 
in company with him, withdrew without 
snocking at the door; and being asked at | 
his return the cause of Mr. Bruce’s delay, 
he answered he could not tell, but suppo- 
sed that some person was with him, who | 
was unwilling to come, peremptorily de- | 
clearing he would not go without him. Mr. | 
Bruce soun after came, accompanied by 
no man, but he came in the fulness of the | 


blessing of the gospel of Christ ; and his | 
~peech and his preaching were in such 
evidence and demonstration of the Spirit 
that it was easy for the hearers to per 
ceive that he had been in the mount with | 
God. Indeed, he preached ordinarily | 
with so much life and power, and the 

word spoken by him was accompanied so 

manifestly with the presence of God, that 

it was evident to the hearers, that he en- | 
deavoured, to the utmost in his power, to | 
present ever; man perfect in Christ Jesus. 

For though he was no Boanerges as to his | 
voice, using a slow and grave eeerere | 
yet he spoke with so much authority and 

weight, that some of the most stout heart- | 
ed of his hearers were often made to, 
tremble, by having the secrets of their | 
hearts made manifest, and went from hear- 
ing him under a deep conviction that God 
was with bim of a truth. 

The Rev. Robert Blair, another emi- 
nent minister, says upon his first going to 
preach, he had by a remarkable provi- 
‘dence, Mr. Bruce for his hearer, and as 
he was desirous of having the judgment of 
so great a man concerning his discourse, 
he inquired what it was, and should nev- 
er forget his words, they had been so 
much blessed to hin. They were, ‘I 
found your sermon very polished and 
well digested, (which was very easy for 
one of his parts,) but one thing | missed 
in it, to wit, the Spirit of God, I found not 
that.” This Mr. Blair often mentioned 
to others, and said it helped him to see it 
was something else to be a minister of 
Jesus Christ, than to be a knowing and el- 
oquent preacher. 

A little before his death, when he was 
at Edinburgh, and through weakness kept 
his chamber, there was a meeting of sev- 
eral godly ministers there, upon some 
important concerns of the church, who 
hearing he was in town, waited upon him, 
and gave him information of those things 
which caused them considerable uneasi- 
ness. Afier which Mr. Bruce prayed, 
and in his prayer men:ioned to the Lord 
the substance of what they bad said, being 
a sad representation of the state of the 
church ; at which time there was such 
an extraordinary influence on all present, 
so sensible an outpouring of the Spirit of 
God, that they could scarcely contain 
themselves ; yea, and which was most 
strange, even ap unusual influence on 
those who were in other parts of the 
house, and were acquainted with the 
cause thereof at the very instant; one 
Mr. Weems, being then occasionally pres- 
ent, when he went away, said, **O how 
strange aman is this! for he knocked 
down the spirit of God on us all;”’ ex- 
pressing himself thus, because, in pray- 
ing, Mr. Bruce divers times knocked with 
his fingers on the table. What follows 
respects his death : 

Being now aged, and through infirmity 
of body confined to his chamber, where 
he was frequently visited by his friends, 
to whom the abundant grace of God in 
him, had endeared him, and being asked 
by one of them how matters now stood 
betwixt God and his soul, he, with holy 
confidence and joy, made this answer, 
** When | was a young man, I was diligent, 
and lived by faith in the Son of God: but 
now I am old, and am not able to do so 
much, yet He condescends to feed me 
with lumps of sense,’’ meaning by the 
expression, sensible influences of the Ho- 
ly Spirit, and abuodant consolation. 

The morning before the Lord removed 
him, he came to breakfast, and having, as 
usual, eat one egg, he said to his daughter, 
[think I am yet hungry, you may bring 
me another egg ;”’ but instantly, after fal- 
ling into deep meditations, he said, 
**Hold! daughter! hold! my master calls 
me! With these words his sight failed

** The Antinomian Reciaimed !’’ said a 
person, on reading the title of this work ; 
‘** surely this must be a work of fiction 
and notof fact! who ever knew an Anti. 
nomian reclaimed ?’’—We are not aware, 
whether the worthy author could produce 
any tdentical person who has used the lan- 
guage here put into the mouth of a Chris- 
tian, under the full influence of the Anti- 
nomian heresy ; but we are quite certain 
that he has represented that system cor- 
rectly, and in the style both of the Gospel 
Tracts, and that of the irreverent and ar- 
rogant conversation of these ‘* heady” 
and ‘* highminded’’ professors. 

The line of argument which the author 
has pursued, for the purpose of exposing 
the unscriptural principles of this awful, 
and we fear, widely spreading heresy, has 
introduced the doctrines of rich and sove- 
reign grace, reigning through righteous- 
ness, in the salvation of a sinner, in warm 
and glowing terms; while he clearly 
proves, thatin their practical application 
by the sacred writers, and in their exper- 
imental effects upon the renewed mind of 
a behever in Christ, they will necessarily 
produce that ‘ holiness, without which 
no man can see the Lord.” 

We should like to extract many parts 
of this convincing reasoning, had we 
room : the fellowing anecdote, which the 
author relates as a fact, will speak loudly, 
as exposing the genuine demoralising ten- 
dency of Antinomianism. 

“A young lady, of high family, was 
called by grace under the ministry of a 
pious clergyman of the church of England.
